CONGAS 


The conga, also known as tumbadora, is a tall, 
narrow, single-headed drum from Cuba. The 
term "conga" was popularized in the 1930s, 
when Latin music swept the United States. 
Cuban son and New York jazz fused together to 


create what was then termed mambo, but later 
became known as salsa. 


BONGOS 


Bongos are an Afro-Cuban percussion 


instrument consisting of a pair of small 


open bottomed hand drums of different 
sizes. They are mainly inthe rhythm 
section of son Cubano and salsa. 


MARACAS 


A maraca sometimes called rumba 
shaker or chac-chacis a rattle which 


appears in many genres of Caribbean 
and Latin music. Maracas also known as 
tamaracas, were rattles of divination, 


an oracle of the Brazilian Tupinamba 
people,.
